SYNOPSIS 


ALICE OF WONDERLAND IN PARIS 


Running Time: 52 minutes 


The famous Alice is sitting in her room reading a copy of Ludwig Bemelmans’ 
“Madeline”, and she tells Dinah, her cat, of her tremendous longing to go to Paris and 
visit Madeline. Suddenly, from a small hole in the corner of her room, a tiny mouse 
emerges. But, not just an ordinary household mouse, for he is wearing a beret and is 
holding a tiny briefcase. He is none other than Francois, the great grandson of the world 
famous mouse, the great Anatole! 

Francois gives Alice a piece of magic cheese that shrinks her to his tiny size. He 
then takes her on his bicycle on a guided tour of Paris and they join “Anatole” (by Eve 
Titus) and learn how this great mouse discovered fame. Anatole lived in a small mouse 
village near Paris with his wife and six children. One day Anatole heard an angry man 
say: “To be a mouse is to be a villain—mice are a disgrace to France”. Shocked and 
upset, Anatole searched for a way to become a credit to his country and to elevate mice 
in the minds of men. Using his infallible taste, nose and knowledge of cheese, he ruse to 
become the master cheese-taster of all France and a hero to his country. 

Although she very much enjoyed the adventure, Alice is still insistent on meeting 
Madeline. Francois takes her to the old vine-covered house in Paris where Madeline lives 
with twelve other little girls and their governess and teacher, Miss Clavel. Their next 
adventure begins and it is the famed story of “Madeline and the Bad Hat”. “The Bad 
Hat” is actually a little boy, the son of the Spanish Ambassador who lives in the house 
next door to Madeline. He is a very naughty and spoiled boy whose adventures are 
watched by the little girls and Miss Clavel with prim and proper fascination. Finally, 
when one escapade becomes a misadventure and he is hurt, the little girls, led by 
Madeline, visit and comfort him and he reforms so that he becomes the best of boys to 
the eternal gratitude of his father. 

Now, Alice is annoyed at Francois’ attempts to make her taste all his cheeses. When 
he frowns at her resistance, their next adventure is under way. It concerns a stubborn 
little Prince who always frowned. The young fellow (from Crockett Johnson’s “The 
Frowning Prince”), has frowned so much that be becomes absolutely convinced that 
his frown is immovable. His father, the King, decreed that there was no such thing as an 
immovable frown, but the small Prince paid no attention. He just went on frowning— 
withering plants and cracking mirrors. Then one day, he met a Princess with an irresist- 
ible smile, and, in humorous fashion, he was saved from a life of frowning. 

Francois finally convinces Alice to eat a piece of heady, fragrant French cheese. It 
makes Alice dizzy, and she dreams she is the beautiful Princess Lenore, pining away 
because she cannot have the moon to wear on a chain around her neck. The King is wor- 
ried and enraged. The wise men are perplexed and the astrologers are mystified. Only 
the court jester is understanding and helpful in this tender and endearing episode based 
on the story, “Many Moons” from the pen of James Thurber. With the jester’s help, 
‘Princess Lenore solves, in a very practical way, the problem of getting the moon for 
her very own. 

Once again, on their way to Madeline’s house, Francois brings them into their last 
adventure, drawn from Bemelmans’ “Madeline and the Gypsies”. Here they join Madeline 
and Pepito, the Spanish Ambassador’s son in a Ferris Wheel and are forgotten by the 
other little girls and Miss Clavel in a Gypsy Carnival to which they all had gone one day. 
After many wondrous happenings and a long search by the girls and Miss Clavel, Made- 
line and Pepito are found and return home, which is, after all, the best place to be. Now, 
after all these exciting events, Alice is beginning to think that that is really true and so,
